2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification still contains the reference to the ends being transverse to the intermediate 
portion.

New claim 21 is clearly anticipated by Cunningham as the patent clearly shows 
an intermediate portion 22 at an angle of about 110 degrees to a working end 20 
that can have a stud, as shown in figure 8, and a handle 10 with cushion material 12 
as shown in figure 1.
